FINANCES— EETRENCHMENT. 

Bctronclimont has been the stock cry 
of professional politicians in this Proviuco 
for years, At the famous Ynlo Conven- 
tion Mr. DoCosmos paid that 820,01)0 
would pay all the oxpenaes of Govern- 
ment under a constitutional form. But 
we have his own figures before us to show 
that in the Biugle year of his official life 
ho spent $370,150.88, Mr. Walkem was 
an ardent retrencher before ho boenme 
Premier; and the first thing ho did after 
reaching the goal of his ambition waB to 
increase the expenditure to $585,840. The 
second year ho raised it to 8644,923— the 
oxpenditmo of 1874 nnd 1875 exceeding 
by $507,522 the revenue ! The Elliott 
Government, during their two years of 
office have had to clear off the indebted- 
ness piled up by the Walkeinites and 
meet extraordinary expenditure (notably 
the repair of the Yolo wngonrond, which 
was left in a state of ruin by the Y\ aikem 
Government) as well. They have suc- 
ceeded in restoring the credit of the Pro 
viuco and Provincial bonds are held at a 
premium in the money market of the 
world, roads are traveluhle in all direc- 
tions and there are no unpaid working- 
men " thundering at the doors of the 
Treasury for their hard earned money. 
The Public Accounts for 18T7 show 
that tbe revenue lias increased in 
one vear $25,774 £)7, with every prospect 
of a greater appreciation during the com- 
ing year. In 1875 (tho last year of the 
Walkem mismanagement) the revenue 
wasS370,d:i8. In 1870 (the first year of 
the Elliott Government) the revenuo was 
8380 436; and in 1877 the revenue reach- 
ed 8406,894. Koughly stated the increase 
of revenuo iu tbo last two years over 1875 
was 835,500. At this encouraging rate it 
seems but reasonable to predict that with 
careful and prudent management of the 
resources the Finance Minister will have 
it in his power to announce on the assem- 
bling of the Legislature next year a bui- 
plus. That would, indeed, be a 
welootno announcement — one which 
has long been strange to the ears of 
British Columbians. Nothing would give 
the people of the Province as much real 
pleasure as to learn that there remained 
to their credit at tho bank, after paying all 
just demands, a snug balauce. To roach 
that desirable position nest year it is 
necessary that thero should be inaugural 
ed a strict system of retrenchment in 
every department of the Government, 
ft is not for us to point out to tho able 
and experienced men who control the des- 
tinies of the Province tho details of a 
scheme that will liavo for its object a re- 
duction of the expenses of Government. 
They are fully competent to arrange Urn 
details themnelves; but wo cannot forbear 
saying that wo are convinced tho time has 
arrived wheu a judicious and careful ap 
plication of the pruniug-kuife, in overy 
department of Government from Cassiar 
to Cariboo, and from Cariboo to Kootenay, 
has become necessary. V7e would not be 
understood as prepared to support a ruth- 
loss cutting down of all salaries to a star 
ration point, or the discharging of olli 
eiuls that aro essential to the proper dis- 
charge of tho public duties. Home offi- 
cials of the Government may bo already 
underpaid when tho services performed 
by them aro taken into account; and 
others, for aught we know, may be over- 
paid. Put tho present is not a time for 
the exercise of a mawkish sentimentality. 
Evcrv oiliciil should feel that as a part of 
tho commonwealth he is as keenly inter- 
ested iu its good aixl economical Govern- 
ment as any other member of soci« tv ; and 
if for a short timo bo is called on to make 
a sncritice he will make it as muck in his 
own interest as in that of the Province. 

MORE ON MR. DOUGLAS' VOTE. 

To retreat from au insecure and danger- 
ous position, which has been occupied by 
an ill-judged movement, i tt a difficult task 
to accomplish. Tho editor of the Standard 
is now testifying to this fact, an experi- 
ence which is endorsed by many wiser 
and better men. In hie onslaught againat 
Mr. Douglas be threw the gauntlet of do- 
fianco against uli that which society 
esteems and morality holds sacred. Pub- 
lic opinion arose iu its majesty to crush 
the tradncer of private character, and he 
now boats an ignominious retreat. Wit- 
ness tbo subdued tone of his late language 
towards Mr. Douglas and contrast it with 
tho vile libels he was wont to hurl against 
that gentleman, The Standard now says 
that "Mr. Douglas might have voted with 
tho Government from conscientious mo- 
tives." [t is therefore apparent that the 
editor of our conteraporurj can state facts 
when bo is forced into it. lie is rising in 
our esteem! All hail to the first, fruits of 
a hotter mora <-, which we trust is dawning 
upon him. Every tragedy has it* hu- 
morous aspect, and tho attending eircum 
stances in connection with the social crime 
of the editor of the Standard arc not lack 
ing in their vein of merriment. It accuses us 
of "brutal threats" and of "bullying" him 
in our review of his conduct. This is re 
freshing frcm one whose libellous, coarse 
and revolting language in this connection 
has earned for him a most unenviable 
notoriety. So pure and clear was our 
language that its very perusal by our con- 
temporary was productive of a cleansing 
influence" on its polluted column:-,. It 
was a bold feint of tho Standard to make 
so unwarrantable an accusation. Audacity 
is, however, profernble to filth, and we. 
trust the editor's future wrongdoings will 
he confined to tho former direction. 
When List speaking on this subject we 
likened the editor of our cotemporny to o 
whipped cur. As the similo is a good one 
wo cannot do better than oontinuo it. 
Gur cotemporaiy has been thoroughly 
beaten in tho unequal war that he waged 
against public decency and private char- 
actor. It is cruel to heat ft man whon he 
is down, but it is human instinct to give a 
parting kick to a guilty wretch who io 
sneaking away from the lash which his 
inhumanity and indecency have culled 
into play.* Actuated by this sentiment 
we close' the Bubjoet toy dismissing out 
cotemporaiy at the point of the editorial 
toe,

RF.l'ORT. 

Mr. Douglas presented tbe report of 
the Committee appointed to visit the 
Royal Hospital rtml Lunntio Anvlum. 

Ordered printed. 

PltlVILEOE, 

Mr. Beaven rose to n question of privi- 
lege and again complained of the non- 
publication of Mr. MeCreight's evidence 
given boforo the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee, 1877. Ho maintained that tho 
evidence was of a most important nature 
notwithstanding the statement of the hon. 
the Premier to the contrary. He con- 
tended that Mr. MoCreigbt hud never, as 
assorted, given an opinion on tli<< award 
of the arbitrators of some §16,000 to 
Messrs, Toltnie and Finlayson. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said he was utterly 
unconscious that any evidence had been 
omitted from the published return. Every 
thing that, had been handed to the printer 
had taken tho usual con roe. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Fisher reiterated hia explanation of 
tho matter and Baid it was just possible on 
examination that he might tind tho miss- 
ing evidence amongst hia own papers. Ho 
hud promised to make a diligent search 
for them and would do so immediately ho 
had time. His own belief was that the 
evidouce had been handed to Mr. Heaven 
to allow him to make a minority report, 
— a report that would make any honeot 
man blush. (Hear, hear.) He further 
believed that if the papers were found 
they wonld give the lie to a certain gen- 
tleman who sat on the Committee. Mr. 
M'oCreight bad told him personally that 
the Bubstauco of hia evidence had been 
embodied in tho report and it was absurd 
of the senior member for Victoria City to 
Bay that tho missing evidences had been 
traced to him (Mr. Fisher.) He denied it 
and challenged Mr. Beaven to tho proof. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Hon. Mr, Hmitho suggested that a com- 
mittee be appointed to tuko Mr. Me- 
Creight's evidence afresh. Snob a course 
would put a stop to all this unnecessary 
dobato. If Mr. MoCreight had anything 
important to say, which ho had notalrendy 
said, the House would then know it. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Humphrey's commented on Mr, 
Fisher's explanation, and eaid tho House 
lihould demand the production of tho 
papers from that hon, gentleman. He 
hold tho payment made Messrs. Tolniie 
and Finlayson was altogelhei illegal and 
the award irregular He was a member at 
tho time of tho Elliott Government and 
did not know a Bingle thing about the 
puyruont, which wua made secretly and 
•without tho knowledge of tho Hon. Pre- 
sident of tha Council, Mr. E. Brown. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott Baid he would take 
oare to satisfy the House as to who bad 
aigned tho very check for th» payment of 
the amount. 



After further debato the mattur drop- 
ped. 

PETITION. 

Mr. Heaven presented a petition from 
tho Corporation of the City of Victoria, 
praying for tho re-enactment of a law to 
provide for the collection by them of 
licenses from solicitor.-). 

Ordered printed. 

REMISSION OP BKNTBNOES. 

Mr. Ash movod: That a respectful Ad- 
dress be presented to Ilia Honor, the 
Lieutenant-Governor, roquosting that ho 
trill cause to bo brought under the notico 
of tho Ooveruor-Gonoral, that serious in- 
justice may occur in tho caeo where peti- 
tion is made to Hie Excellency praying 
for tho remission of tuo sentence passed, 
in this Province, ou a person convicted of 
offence, through tho custom which pre- 
vails, of referring back, from Cttawa, tho 
matter to tho Judge who tried tho pi-is- 
onor; and that, iu the opinion of this 
Houfe, it would bo moro satisfactory if 
His Excellency, tho Governor General, 
would authorize, in his stead, His Honor 
tho LiouteEaut-Governor, at his discre- 
tion, to movo tho Judge, on petition being 
made, to send on his notes of evidence, 
and remarks on tho causa, simultaneously 
with any such petition. Tho mover said 
tho petition would prevent unnecessary 
delay in tho consideration of a petition at 
Ottawa. 

Tho resolution was soeondad by Mr. 
Mara. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said the resolution was 
quite unnecessary, as no inconvenience 
had yet resulted. He quoted the instance 
of Alex. Hoggan, of Xanaimo, who had 
rocontly sent a petition for pardon to Ot- 
tawa, and at his (Mr, Elliott's) sugges- 
tion, tho Judge had at once sent ou hia 
notes with the petition. 

Mr. Walkem admitted that no unneces- 
sary delay had ensued in Hoggan's case, 
but he believed the ordinary practice was j 
calculated to occupy a leug period in cor- | 
respundence between hero and Ottawa 

Mr. Ash cited a leceut case wherein tho 
Judge had declined to rend on his notes 
with a petition until instructions hud beou 
received from Ottawa. 

Mr. Mara said that ho had seconded tho 
resolution believing it to be a stop iu the 
right direction. 

The resolution passed without division. 
IVDIAN RESERVATION. 

Mr. Tolmio moved for any report from 
tho Indian Reserve Commissioners on the 
complaints made by Messrs. Chase, Mac 
pherson, McBryan and Williams, of 
Bhuswap, relative to tlu action of said 
Commisaioners. Seconded by Mr Douglas. 

Mr. Ash moved iu amoudment that the 
return embrace the various reports made 
by tho Indian Commissioners on all mat- 
ters relative to their awards, 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said the reports would 
be most expensive to print as they were 
very voluminous. Ho would submit that 
a summarized report bo sent down to the 
House. 

The amendment was withdrawn and tho 
resolution passed. 

THE MINING KNOINEEIf. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott laid before tho House 
a retarn of correspondence rela'ive to the 
appointment of the Mining Engineer and 
respecting appropriations for the District 
of Cariboo in the year 1877; also a state- 
ment of bonds deposited by civil officers 
for the due performance of thoir duties 

THE RA I LATA V. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said it was tho inten- 
tion of tho Government to withdraw 
the resolution relative to railway con- 
struction until the Governor-General's 
speech in the Commons arrived from Ot- 
tawa. Ho believed this would be tho 
wisest course to pursue, as tha speech 
probably contained some allusion to the 
railway and tho policy of the Govern- 
ment with reference to it. 

BCPPLT. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho moved that the House 
ou Wednesday next go into Committee of 
Supply. Carried. 

HIGHWAY TRAFFIC. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved tho second 
reading of a Bill to regulate traffic ou the 
highways, and in so doing alluded to tho 
narrow escapes from accidents to travellers 
on the main trniik road. It wu* tho ha- 
bit of certain parties using the road to 
light tires in its immediate vie. 'y, a 
practice which was of course verj dan- 
gerous, moro particularly so in canyons. 
Dead animals wore also at times left on 
the highways, which proved most incon- 
venient to parties driving. Waggons ds 
Uched from their teams were left in the 
centre of tho road, and in many other re- 
■peots obstructions wero caused which 
should not bo permitted to exist. (Hoar ) 
Mr. .Smith narrated his experience of 
highway traffic, and said it wai doubtless 
the duty of tho House to legislate for the 
salvation of soulw. O.io man's lifo was 
worth moro than all the niulu teams in 
tho upper country. 

Mr. Walkem approved cf the Bill, and 
said that ll would be well if tho rule of 
the road could be made uniform through- 
out the whole Province. On the Island 
tho English law existed, whilst on tho 
Mainland the American rule prevailed. 

The Bill was then read a second time 
and committed, Mr. Douglas in tho 
chair. 

The following practices aro deemed in- 
fractious of the Act: — (1) Camping either 
by night or day, so that nny part of such 
camp shall bo withiu 30 tent of tho centre 
of any highway. (2) .Halting any fin- 
within 50 feet of the centre of any high 
way, or at any distance bo as to endanger 
any bridge or cribbing. (3) Making, >>, d 
luuviug unextinguished, any tiro withiu 
100 feet of tho centre of any highway 
(4) Leaving any dead animal within one 
hundred and fifty feet of tho centre of any 
highway. (5) Leaving or keeping a wagon 
detached fiotn its team upon any highway 
without leaving a space of twelve feet clear 
on tho inside of the road. (<i) Leaving any 
portion of tho chains, yokes, or other har- 
ness, or of tho cargo or apparatus of any 
team or tram within twelve feet of the 
centre of nny highway. (7) Wilfully 
placing or keeping any obstl uction ou any 
part of any highway, whether by day or 
liy night, unless guarded by some person 
to give warning ami reaiovo tho Baino. 

A long debate ensued as to the propel 
definition of tho word " ennui." Some 
hon. members contended that the wagon 
of a ttamster formed a portion of his 
camp, and that it was utterly iruposbible 
in some parts of the upper country to 
movo a heavy wag. in thirty feet from the 
centreof the highway. Other hon. mem- 
bers argued that a wagon formed no 
portion of tha " camp," which word al- 
luded only to tho nets of malting tires, 
cookiug, erecting touts, etc., and conse- 
quently the clause of tho Act did uot ask 
the performance of an impossibility. The 
m*t*er wasOnally settled by amending the 



olauso so that it shall not apply to team- 
sters' wagons, and the distance that camps 
will bo allowed from the centre of the 
road wan reduced to a minimum of 20 
feet. 

Subsection 2 was amended so as to read 
"making any fire within 25 feet of the 
centro of any highway or at any distance 
bo as to endanger any bridge or cribbing, 
mid leaving unextinguished any such 
tire." 

Subseotion i) was struok out, and Sub 
section l was amended to read "leaving 
any dead animal within two hundred font 
of the centro of any highway." 

Subsection 5 was amended la »s to allow 
tho open space in a road loft by a de- 
tached waggon to be not less than eight 
feet, instead of not less than 12 feet, oil 
tho msido of the road. 

Subseotion (i passed intact, and the fol- 
lowing subsoution was amended by strik- 
ing out the words after "highway." 

Tho Committee thou reported progress, 
and tho Houso adjourned till 2 p.m. to- 
morrow.

Mr. Beaven— On Wednesday next, to 
movo, That the following words bo itddod 
to clause 25, Rules, Orders, and Forms of 
Proceeding of the Legislative Assembly 
of British Columbia; — 

"And Bhall have precedonco over all 
other Orders." 

Mr. Smith- On Wodueeuay next, to 
movo, That this Houso recommend that 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council take 
into consideration tho expediency of issu- 
ing a now General Commission v { the 
Pence, under the provisions of the "Mag- 
istrates' Act, 1877." 



The Hospital and the Asylum. 

The Select Committee appointed by the 
HoUio to visit the Royal Hospital and the 
Asylum for Lunatics handed iu iht»ir re- 
port yesterday through Mr. Douglas, 
junior member for this city. With refer- 
ence to the former institution, the com- 
mitteo suite that no complaint whatever 
was made by tho patients, but that, on 
tho contrary, all seemed happy and con- 
tented. The building is oleauly and kept 
in excellent order, fho committee re- 
commend that the [.resent Lunatic Asy- 
lum, when vacated, should lie conver ed 
into a hospital for incurables, and also 
point cnt the neet-usity of building a now 
ward adjoining the present hospital for 
too exclusivo accommodation of patients 
suffering from communicable dii'-ases. 
They further recommend that a portion 
of tho existing hospital bo set apart for 
fomaio patient 1 ', a class for whom there is 
now no accommodation whatever. The 
committee visited the Lnnatia Asylum on 
too 19th inst., and from their observa- 
tions are glad tube ablta to report that 
tho institution is in a much better coudi- 
tioa than last year, and that the inmates 
apparently enjoy better health. The com- 
miltee, however, call attention to tha de- 
plorable btute of the approach to tiio build- 
ing irotn tho main road. The roport 
reflects creditably on tbe officials who have 
had the superintendence of thu two in- 
stitutions visited.

British Parliamentary Opening. 

Cproarious excitement, notwithstand- 
ing the abseuco of everything in ihe na- 
tu-e of pageantry, marked the opening of 
Parliament, liven bef jro noon tiro "treets 
of Westminster began to assume a lively 
appearance, and presently the crowd was 
enormous. As ■ matter of course, there 
were man}' partisans of both parties in 
the precincts of the House, and there was 
an abundance of cheering and groaning 
as the loading politicians were recognized 
by their friends or opponents. There 
were crow. Is witbont, e,,gt-r throngs with- 
in, and in the chief passages aud lobbies 
many disappointed inquirers vainlysoughi 
by influence or bribes lo obtain admission 
to hear the debates. In the Lords all the 
leaders on both sides wore present— ex- 
cept Lord Derby -but amidst a brilliant 
and distinguished throng there was one 
tig u ro on winch every eye was bent — that 
ol the Prime .Minister of England. There 
was not a shadow on his face to indicate 
i he tearful responsibility of bis position. 
Calm, almost impassive, with the Duke of 
Bichmond, Lord Salisbury, and the Earl 
of Cain irvouon his immediate right, he 
sat the g.einest man iu England, Every- 
body r.-j need toseo him look healthy and 
vigorous, like the Disraeli of former yeats 
Foremost among the not.. bi.il ies iu ihe 
galleries were the ex-Empiess Eug.ne 
and her sou, Prince Napoleon. The ex 
Empress was dressed in the most becom- 
ing weeds, ami looked well and much 
.mused with tho proceedings, until sleep 
vercatlie her. Her s..n preserved it u air 
of polite ludifference to ail ihat was pas: - 
ing nroiiii 1 him. 

The Address was movod by Earl Wham. 
clitTo, and seconded by tbe Eat 1 of Lou- 
doun; and Earl Granville, the Fail ot 
lieacou-tield, the Duke of Argyll, the 
Marquis of Salisbury, and other noble 
lordn took part in tho debate which fol- 
lowed. The motion was agreed to. 

The House of Commons assembled be- 
fore two o'clock, and were afterwards 
summoned to the bar of the Houbo ~A 
Lords to bear the Queen's speech road. 

At the evening sitting a number of no- 
ii. es of motion were given. Tbo Address 
in answer to the Bo.\ al Message was moved 
iiy Mr. Wilbraham EgertoD, and sec nded 
by Tennaut. Hie Marquis of H . rtington , 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. 
Glud.'tone spoke during the evening. 

Mr. Mitchell Henry moved au amend- 
ment calling upon Parliament to consider 
in a wise and concilitatory spirit the na- 
tional demands of the Irish people, and 
a s imewhat noisy discussion, principally 
with regard to Home Rule and tno release 
of the Feuiau prisoners, ensued. 

Mr. Sullivan, in an excited speech, 
urged tho concession of lluce Rule as a 
menus of securing the loyally of tho Irish 
people iu the approaching time of trial 
for Eugand; and the Chancelloi of the 
Exchequer, in reply, refused to believe 
that In hind was divided in sentiment 
from Groat Britain, and censured 
Hi's mode of lorciug Irish qnes- 
n ais upon the attention of Par- 
liament, Sir M. 11. Beach, Chief Socre 
tar) for Ireland, replied to these hon. 
members who raised grievances duriug 
the deb ite, and then tho amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Mitchell-Henry was put 
from the chair and the House divided 
L'ho ayes were hs; noes, 301. The motion 
for tho ad di p is to her M .je*ty, in answer 
t i her mi st g'-aeious speech, was accord-

Tho c. uuiry is congratulated on the 
abundant harvest, and an improvement 
in trade and revenue. 

The address was moved in tho Com- 
mons by Mr. Do St. George, seconded 
by Mr. Charlton. In the Senate it was 
moved by Mr. Thibaudeau, and seconded 
by Mr. Lewin. Tho ilebutowas progress- 
ing at latest mail dates. 

Bismarck's Speech in the German Reich- 
stag- on the Eastern Complications. 

Bismarck said in Parliament re- 
cent debates in the liritish Parlia- 
ment nearly exhausted the subject of 
Eastern complications. A judicious 
regard for her own interests required 
Utisriiu to obtain the sanction of tho 
Powers for terms of peace. If HU cli 
consent is unattainable, Russia might 
be expected to act on the maxim 
uti possidentis. Germany was tho 
first to consent to the conference, and 
wasindillortnt its to where it should be 
held; but if on German soil, il. must 
have a German president. Whether 
after tho principle has been admitted 
it will be advisable lo adhere to it ab- 
solutely will be reserved for ulterior 
decision, according to the personages 
who attend the conference. He hoped 
peace would be maintained, nud in- 
deed ho could hardly conceive that 
ftesh complications would urine; out 
should they, he would not advise the 
Emperor lo go lo war except in har- 
mony with the federal council, impe- 
rial parliament and German nation. 
Were Germany now to anuouuee ber 
intentions at tbe conference , she would 
simply lender it impossii le to con- 
tinue tbo work of mediation. In such 
a case the programme announced by 
Germany might be adopted by others, 
tvhpn peace might be imperiled. Ac 
cordingly it would be a Berioua mis- 
take to avow a programme that might 
be evaded by some, and taken advan- 
tage of by others, and Germany had 
no wish to act as arbiter in the pend- 
ing conflict. Only for German inte- 
rests and German independence would 
he advise tbe Emperor to draw the 
sword. 

Dr. Hane! assured the Chancellor of 
tho support of advanced liberals if it 
becntne necessary to protect Austrian 
interests. 

Heir Winhorst gave a similar assu- 
rance for tho ultramontanes. 

Bismarck replied thai an arbitration 
otlice was the most thankless imagina- 
ble, Russia found it so after Oimatz, 
Prussia after Villa Francj, and Napo- 
leon 111. after Sadowa. As for the 
advice of the Poles and Socialists he 
thought the Polish peasantry did not 
share with the nobility enmity for 
Russia, and as for the Socialists they 
were hardly competent to discuss these 
questions. 

The Times, commenting on Bis- 
marck's speech, says it simply elimin- 
ates Germany from the cnlcnlatioD, 
utid the issue rests between Russia, 
Austria and England.
